— There ia a 
young lady living in Port Townsend whose 
life is made of more romance and novelty 
than falls lo the lot of iiriny jieople. .She 
has uiKi.xpeclcilly discovered that she i.s 
one *){ live who are the owners uf a 
valualile jiicce of property in Taconia, 
valued at about $125,000. The history of 
tlie prujiurty is cuiious. 

The niimo of the lady is Miss Addie 
Vidlor, and she haa been the companion 
of Mrs. V. W. Pettygrove, Sr., since her 
mother's death live orsi.x years ago. HtT 
father was an English lonl, who having 
bectime infatuated with the governess of 
the family, oloped lo America.

She was last reported as passing Prawle 
Point on Monday. She had on board a 
crow of 52 men, 2;t of whom were "Cliin- 
eao. It is believed all were last. The 
foremast of the Largo Bay was broken by 
tho force uf tho collision, and as it fell it 
crushed the deck-house. A fearful storm, 
accompaniod by snow. Was raging at tho 
time, and it was impossible for the lo<ik 
outs to see the lights of the Glencoo. The 
lattorforged ahead inordurto cross thebow 
of tho Largo I!;iy, but failed to do this, 
and ran at full Sliced into the bark, cut- 
ting away ten feet of her bow. The 
water-tight compartments were all that 
kept the bark from sinking. The crew of 
tho latter wore dazed by the shock of the 
collision.

One of these principles 
is to ftasea.s unimproved property at the 
value to whicii it lias risen on uccinint of 
the growth of tlio city and the iniprove- 
ineiits which have been iiiade in its iioigli- 
borluHid. Wo are not converts to tlie 
Bingle tax <loetrine, but we do not believe 
i'l permitting tlfse wlio are growing rich 
by allowing their property to lie idle U' 
shirk bearing their fair share of tho bur- 
den of taxation, and in taxing unduly the 
enterprise of tho men who aro spending 
their money to imj)rove the city. We 
think it quite possible for the assessors to 
fix upon rules of valuation by which jus- 
tice will bo done to all property ownors. 

DEFENCE LEHii. 

The people of the United Stales are be- 
ginning to see the danger of allowing their 
coast to remain in a tlefeiicoloss condition. 
Tliey know that if tln^y went to war ikjw 
with any niarilime power they must aulfer 
very great loss and umcli humiliation be- 
foro they would be in a jio.silioii to defend 
themselves. In aiiite of ihoir nmnbors 
and tlieir vast riches t hoy are at present 
unable to cope witii any power which lia-i 
at its command a fleet of armored ships. 
The lo.-s would bo temporary, f(jr so rich 
and so populous a country would soon be 
in a posiMnn hi defond itself, but it would 
bo great, and there are many who declare 
that it is a ii'protieli to so great a country 
that it ia 111 a position to incur it. The 
iS'ew Vork Kays ; "Had the fortili- 

cation of luir great seaporta been at once 
undertaken <in the si'ale wliich .Mr. Tildeii 
advocated, and which the in.stiiict of self- 
preservution commended lo ihu nation, 
there would have been no surplus ; no 
Mills' bill ; no defeat of tho Democracy at 
the last general election." Another Amer- 
ican journal says that a month of 
war would cost the United States more 
than would be required to place ita whole 
coast in a proper state of defence. It is 
evident that public opinion in the United 
States will compel its government to 
build a fleet and to eteet harbor defences, 
BuQicioiit, at th(! very Icaal, to [irotect its 
seaboard cities. The I niteil .Statca ha.s 
nothing to fear from invaaion by a land 
force. A force could be raised in the lu- 
public at a very short notice sndicicnt i(j 
OTOrwhelni any army that a foreign power 
oould land on ita shores. Great Britain 
is the only country which would have its 
own doniiiiion, as a base of operations, but 
the ciiaiice of tiiat nation over invading 
the United States fiom Canaila is very 
remote indeed. With tlie coast of tliuir 
country well dofonded, the iuhab- 
ilantu of the United States would 
have nothing to fear from foreign 
invasion, but with ita great and riidi sea- 
Jiports on tho Atlantic and tbo Pacilic 
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almost altogothor defenceless, it is not 
surprising that thoy feel uneasy whenever 
their rolutions with a groat European 
power are such aa to make war appear 
oven remotely probable. ' Wo are gieutly 
mistaken if tliay will aufier the present 
state of tilings lo last much longer. Tho 
difficulty with Germany about Samoa has 
set thorn thinking about their position in 
the event of a war with Germany, and tho 
result of their retlectioiia is not a panic, 
but evidently a deteriiiiiiation to put the 
ccjaat of tlieir country in such a state of 
ilefenoe that tliey need not apprehend the 
destruction of their priiicipal commercial 
cities if their government should unfor- 
tunatoly go to war with even a third-rate 
maritin»e''po»er. 

AN OUTSIDE VIEW. 

As we expected, the Liberals accuse the 
Dominion Government of dismissing Col- 
lector Ross of Halifa.\, for political rea- 
sons. Tiiey cuiiiiot deny that he did not 
only what he had no authority to do, but 
what he was expressly forbidden to do. 
I'hey cannot say that there was any room 
to doubt as to the course he ought to ptir- 
aue. Tho law and his instructiona are &o 
clcitr that he could not but know that in 
[lermitting tho owner of tho unlicensed 
lishing schooner to tranship fish in the 
|)ort of Halifax ha was acting in direct op- 
position to his duty. So flagrant was his 
transgression that tho Ainericans them- 
selves, to favor whom he violated the law, 
see that the Doininion (iovornniont had 
no other course left than to dismiss him. 
This is what the lioston Aiivcrtiser, a 
staunch asserter of American claims, says 
on the subject : 

" The dismissal of the collector of cus- 
toms at Halifax ia an instructive object 
lesson to (Uir adniiniatratioii of tlie proper 
course to pursue towards oliiciala who con- 
cede contested points to foreign nations. 
IJollector Ross granted the application of 
l^onaul (ienoral Phelan for the necessary 
bonding |)a]>ors to enable tho tranship- 
iiieiu tpf the freali tisli cargo of a Olou- 
i-ester achooiier to this city from Halifax. 
W'o iieei-l iioL .say that we aaaert the 
.\iiierican right under the mutual coven- 
aiita of I80O, and ordinary international 
comity to make audi traiiahipments, but 
the right bus been denied by the ((overn- 
iiient at Ottawa, and the collector of 
customs in concoedhig it, in this instance, 
witlniut instructions from the Dominion 
t ■ovcruineut, made disavowal necess'\ry 
to maintain the (.'.-iniula po.sition tin 
unpaired. Uiaavoiva! was made signal 
by tho recpiest for tho resignation 
of tho ofloiiding collector. Asa matter of 
tact the cargo was not shipped overland, 
and the Canadian minister of customs 
does not regard its transfer as distinctly 
conceding the American claims, but as the 
concessions might be interpreted aa im- 
pairing the Canadian case, it was sharply 
repudiated. We are sorry for tho oblig- 
ing cullector, bub our administration can 
|irofit by the example of Canada in the 
I reatinent of officials who fail to maintain 
the a.saerted rights of tho nation." 

This .American journal, while it syini)a- 
tliizea with tho Halifax ex-collector, 
heartily ai'ipiieaces in the ( loveriimont's 
deci,Hion. It was not for him to yield a 
contostcd iioint to tiie United States. On 
the contrary, it was his duty firmly to 
maintain every point claimed by the (!ov 
urnment ho served. If ho was not pre- 
pared to do that he had no business to re 
main in ita service. 



PRINCE KUDO LP H. 

Tho World has hoard more than enough 
of the suicide of tho Crown Prince of 
.Vustria, When a man has not led a good 
life and when he closea his diacreditabie 
i;areer by committing auicide, the leaa that 
is said of him, whether he is prince or 
peasant, tho bettor. The old injunction 
to gay nothing of tho dead but|good, is not 
always to he ohaeived. It is tho duty (jf 
ilioae tliat live sometimes to apeak plainly 
of the character and acta of a dead man, 
even if the truth ia liiacredilablo to lii 
iiianiory, and uiiiileasanl to those with 
rthonihe was cfiniiected. The fulsome 
praise of (load men. if they happen to oo 
cupy high |joaitioiis in society, that la gen- 
erally indulged in, doea harm. It confus- 
es people's ideas of right and wrong, of 
worthineas and unworthineas. If a man 
has lived a dissolute life, if he has openly 
disregarded his obligations to his family 
;ind to society, and if ho tries to escape 
the evils he has brought on himself by 
his vicious conduct by taking his 
own life, no good end is to b' 
aerved by writing and speaking of 
him aa if he were the ni'ist eatiiuable and 
the iiioat honorable of men. If there is 
any turpitude in crime, if wickedness is t 
bo reiirchended, then all that can be ex 
pected of the most indulgent and th 
most charitable ia to maintain with regard 
to tho doings of such a man a merciful 
silence. R{ink cannot make that moral 
which is essentially immoral, or that 
which ill in itself dishonorable honorable, 
l)ut one woulil think fripin tho way in 
which some people write and spoak of 
Prince Kiiilolph that, in their estimation, 
it h.is t his iiiiiro than miraculous trans- 
miting power. 



LABOR TROUBLES. 

It will be seen by the fo]U)wing figures 
that there was a considerable decline in 
the niiiiibcr of strikes last year. This is 
an tn-idence that strikes aro bi^coiiiing un 
popular aa a means of set t ling lalior difll- 
ciilties. We are not surprised at this. 
When tho suflorers from a strike tint has 
been entered upon on trivial grtmiids, 
like the ono threatened at the Wellington 
mines the other day, have time to think 
they will bo slow in again following thy 
advice of reckless men, whom from their 
conduct and character thoy know to be 
the mriHt uutniat \\-orthy (jf guides. Men 
who have somol hiiig to lose and who have 
a ]iroper aenau of their reaponsihilitiea as 
heads of faiiiilifa, liiiil that it ia iiu trifling 
thing to throw up tlieir W(U'k, ami that it 
ought not to be ilone except for a causes 
I he rcasonabloneas and the jualice of 
which aro beyond a doubt. Tho following 
tigurea are condensed from the labor ata- 
tiatics of the year 1888 : — 

There wore (i7SI strikes reported in 
ISHH, involving liil.H-lJ omplnyeH, a de- 
cline from 1887 of Li.'i per cent, in number 
of strikes, and of .18 jier cent, in strikers. 
Against 188(5 tho ducruasu in number of 
strikera ia 52 per cent. Higlier wages or 
fewer hours were' oauBoa of strikes by (i8 
|)or cent, ot tho atrikors in l.S,S8, auaiiisl 
(113 in 1H87. Trmlcs union i|ueat inns wiu'e 
beliliid the strikes iif 17 per cent, of the 
men involved in 1888, against por cent. 



tho year before. Sympathetic striken al- 
most disappeared last year. About 45 per 
cent, of those striking were in Pennsylva- 
nia in 1888, against 32 por cent, in 1887. 
Only S8 per conb of the strikea in 1888, 
involving 50 por cent, of the whole num- 
ber who went out, resulted in favor of the 
employes, ai.'ainst 41! per cent, of the 
strikes and .'tS por cent, of those involved 
in 1887. There were 7-1,87- oinployos 
locked out in 1888, against .H),000 in 1887, 
of whom 87 per cent, wore successful. 
The number of days' labor lost by striking 
and locked out employes in 1888 was 7,- 
502,480, against 10,250,920 in 1887. If 
tho labor be placed at $150 por man, the 
estimated loss of wages to striking and 
locked-oiit employes in 1888 would be 
S11,;m;!,72(), against .'JLr),:i80,881 in 1887, 
a. decline of '2T> jier cent.

Mr. Boaven moved, seconded by Mi: 
IJolo, tliilt 11 stdoct committee bo up- 
Ijoiutod U) iiii|uiru into tiio nmnnur 
in which the iiulliority t,'ninted to the 
eeutivu Council to aiil in liiu iluvelopmt'iit 
of quart/. minct> ha.s been e.\erciBuil ; with 
power to call for all orders in coun 
oil, letters, telegrams, books, vouch- 
ers and papers and witnesses, and 
any other informntion connected thore- 
witli; and wilh anlhority to report to this 
Hou.se from time to lime in tlmir discre- 
tion or their op.nion, any evidence (jr in- 
fiirmation obtained with regard to tho 
Bubject mailer ot incpiiry, the committee 
to con.siat of McH.sr.-j. tirant, Baker, Duck, 
lii^'gina and the uiovor. 

The hon. umver said tlio government 
wore emiJ iwiu'i'd lastscsBlou to aid in the 
develojiment <il .inartz iiiiiio.s. l^ndur the 
aiutlinnty L;i\ en a sum uf lir.'fl!,0()U was ap- 
jiropri.ited lor i^rectin^; crnshiiiL;, chloriiia- 
tioii and smelting works. The su[)erin- 
tendent of the works was tho ISarkurvillo 
assayer, and he had been tcjid that there 
was mismanitgonient in connection with 
tho same, and that instead uf a proper 
works being erected, a simple test works of 
nil inferior character was all that had been 
provided. 

Mr. liaker asked tlial Mr. Ma.soii'a 
name be siib.stiluted i ir his, especially a.s 
ho was a memljcr I'or Cariboo, and coultl 
give more information than lie. 

Mr. Heaven suid that uU Cariboo mem- 
bers would cume before the cummittoe us 
witnesses. 

ll(;n. iMr. liobson said that the govern- 
ment had no intention of o[)po8ing tho 
res(diition, but he regretted tliat tlie hoii. 
leader of tin; opposition had made mis- 
leading slatemeiitn rei^'.irdiny the works, 
l^o such sum as .•;<.'jo,UUO had been e.xpend- 
od, or anything ap[)roaching it, and a 
works had boon erected quite in keojiiiii,' 
with the authority given, and he had no 
doubt tho hon. n\over when he received 
tho information, wmild view it with .satis- 
faction. The reason lor excluding the 
luombers for Cariboo wa.s Biuij)ly non- 
sense.

Mr. Kobsnii .said that Mr. Duck 
desired his naiiu- ri'imived froiii llie com- 
mittee, as he i.'oulil m .1 lie i;ounted upon 
as being preseni. 

Mr. Mason said he was glad that the 
hon. tho leader of the opposition hud 
moved in the matter. His colleague had 
intended doing so to-day, but had been 
forestalled.

lion. Mr. Robson said the hon. leader 
of tbo opjiosition simjily stated by the [lo- 
sition ho had assumed that Mr. Mason, 
if ho bocamo a member of the committeo, 
would not bo an inipartiid or unprejudiced 
member thereof, or that ho was interested 
in some way in the matter. There wore 
thre^ ihombers for Cariboo, and that dis- 
trict would rightly feel aggrieved if ono of 
its mombors was not on tho committeo, 
rt lioro its interests were so much con- 
coriiod. The hon. senior moinber for Car- 
iboo was well known to bo as inde[)endeiit 
as any other member of tho 1 louse, and 
in tho present imittor would give nothing 
but a-fair opinion.

Air. Grant continued, denying that the 
opposition had stated anything derogatory 
to Mr. Mason being placed on the com- 
mittee on any other ground than that he 
wng not competent to act on the cmnmit- 
t«o and act as a witness as well. lie de- 
nied that anj' iittnek had been made uimiu 
Mr. Mjison as a desirable iiieiiiber of the 
committee. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon thought the hon. 
nieinber from Oussiar was interesting tu 
listen to. He would ask if tho hon. 
leader of the opposition was required as a 
witness, should he be debarred from act- 
ing oil tho committee. He had iitatcd 
that ho had inforination in the matttn-, 
and had iniide anotbor statement to the 
oU'ect that the wcirks erecteil were of a 
vnry inferior character.
